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LABOUR PARTY chairman 
Shimon Peres fears that “time is 
running out for Israel." Speaking lo 
members of The Jerusalem Past 
editorial staff this week, the Oppasi- 
tion leader explained: “It is not a 
question of time not being on 
Isracl’s side, but of the govern- 
ment's misuse of it.” 

He expressed concern about the 
government's “negative actions, 
such as the undermining of the open 
bridges policy in the West Bank, 
and an. ill-considered settlement 
policy.” He pointed out that in 
order to achieve Jewish parity with 
the Arab population of the West 


Bank, the government would have . 


to settle at least 850,000 Jews there. 
“This at atime when the Arab birth- 
rite in Judea and Samuria is 30,000 
a yenr,” he declared with concern. 

The biggest problem facing Israel 
in the decades to come, suid Peres, 
would be the demographic one 
created by the government's annex- 
atlonist aim. “The majority of 
babies being born between the 
Jordan River and the Medilerra- 
neun ure Arab," he stressed, 
“Nothing stands still, Because of 
the government's total concentra- 
tion on Judea und Samaria, insuf- 
ficient attention is being paid to the 
rest of the country. In Galilee we 
have fallen to 48 per cent of the 
population for the first time, and 
our position is threatened in 
Greater Jerusalem. There is com- 
petition between Jewish and Arab 
forees within the ‘green line," and 
Arabs are even buying tracts of 
land in the Tel Aviv area. 

“A nomber of cabinet ministers 
seem (to think (hat one can uproot 
the Palestinian problem, like a den- 
tist pulling a tooth, by the use of 
military means,” he said deploring- 
I ug 


γ. 

The Begin government appears 
not to be aware of the current 
favourable climate for negotiating 
with the Arabs, if only because of 
their disarray. “The cabinet seems 
to prefer to miss the opportunity,” 
he lamented. 

Referring to the dawn of a 
nuclear arms age in. the Middle 
East, Peres conceded that.‘*no one 
can hold up technological advances. 

“But,” he added, “it is certainly 
possible to alter political direc- 
tions.” 


THE MAIN BURDEN of his 
criticism of the government's 
_ management of the nation's affairs 
᾿ involved the drawn-qut autonomy 
talks’ (“we could have- completed 
them-s year ago"), which he feared 
could sour relations with Egypt; the 
‘deterioration of Israel's inter- 
_ national position; and {srael's bor- 
rowing from the U.S. in order toun- 
derwrile on artificially high stan- 
dard of living, with all the negative 
political consequences. 
. This is why the time factor is so 
pressing. “Our-aim is to effect a 
speedy change of policy and direc- 
tion, which is why it is imperative to 
teplace this government as quickly 
ag possible,” he declared.

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THE Paramount Studios television 
movie A Woman Called Golda won 
top ratings when aired in the U.S. a 
fortnight ago.- The two-part 
docudrama was so well received 
that it shot into the major league 
the network (Operation Prime Time) 
which agreed to co-produce the 
movie long before actress Ingrid 
Bergman signed up for the lead. 
Golda associate producer Marilyn 
Hall, in town with the Lemmon- 
Matthau mission of superstars, 
reports that there was a “con- 
tagion" of publicity about the show. 
“Practically every Sunday supple- 
ment in the country used a picture 
of Bergman or Meir on its cover," 
said Hall. “We also had Lord 
Snowden's portrait of Bergman on 
the cover of ΤῊ guide and stories in 
McCalls and Good Housekeeping, a8 
well as most major newspapers. 
There were large ads on the sides of 
most New York buses. One radio 
station guve out Goldu's recipe for 
honey cake. Another sent out gold 
tucketa similur to those presented to 
the late prime minister by Anwar 
Sadat. Pittsburgh and Sun Francisco 
declared a ‘Golda Meir Day. 
Reviews were, on the whole, ex- 
cellent, added Hall. “Bergman 
walked away with the show, but 
Leonard Nimoy {who played Morris 
Myerson] was singled out for having 
shed the Mr. Spock image he ac- 
quired from the Star Trek series," 
The TY movie, which has alrendy 
been purchased for broadcast by 
West Germany, Italy, England, 
Canada, Sweden and Austria, was 
last week being screened for dis-

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(ributors at the Cannes TY Festival. 
Bergman ls as well as can be ex- 
pected, given her condition (she has 
been twice operated on for cancer). 
However, there is a good chance, 
said Hall, that the Swedish actress 
will return to Tel Aviv with the 
show's executive producer Harve 
Bennett in late June for two benefit 
screenings of the movie. 

As for Hall, the Golda experience 
was 80 positive that she has 
graduated from the role of associate 
producer and from now on will per- 
sonally control all future projects. 
Being considered are a children's 
musical, a TY series, and a ΤΥ movie 
based on born-again Christian Andy 
Sorelle's search for oil near 
Cnesarea, 

Last week, while her friends from 
the UJA's entertainment division 
were touring the country, Hall was 
working on details of her current as- 
signment — she has been commis- 
sioned by Walt Disney Productions 
to write the script for the drama 
which, beginning in 1984, will repre- 
sent Israel at Futureworld in 
Orlando, Florida, where countries 
from all over the world are building 
miniature pavilions. 

Although Hall has been in Israel 


countless times, she joined the 
UJA's mission of superstars because 
husband Monty, who also came 
along for the ride, headed the enter- 
tainment division until Twentieth 
Century Fox's Sherry Lansing took 
it over one-and-a-half years ago. 
The Halls were pleased with the 
delegation that Lansing, alded by 
William Morris talent agent Stan 
Kamens, was able to recruit. 


WE FINALLY caught up with 
Lansing at a gala dinner Friday 
evening, hours before she was 
scheduled to fly home to Los 
Angeles. The former starlet, who 
made her way up through the fierce- 
ly competitive studio ranks to 
become president of production, a 
powerful position that makes her 
one of the most influential women 
in America today, was as gushing 
and enthusiastic as a bat-mitzva girl 
about what she'd seen on the UA 
tour. 

“Well, I never even had a bat- 
mitzva,'"’ laughed Lansing, the 
daughter of “secular Jews’ from 
Chicago who grew up’ believing 
Judaism was “something always in- 
side of you, something to be proud 
of, something that carried with it a

certain responsibility.’ Unlike 


many American Jews who came of 


age in the late '60s, Lansing has 
always cared very much about 
Israel] and Jewish-related causes. “J 
often go to synagogue, And I have 
always liked being Jewish," she sid. 

She first visited Ysrae! IO years 
ago, when she was a script reader 
working for an independent produc- 
tion company. Her sister was then 
living on Kibbutz Barkai. “I fell in 
love with this country and with the 
passion and energy of Israelis. I've 
travelled around the world and 
never seen anything ‘like this 
anywhere else. It's a contagious pas- 
sion and it has not changed over the 
years. Yes, the country is more 
grown up, more built up now, but 
the people are the same. Not jaded 
or corrupted.” 

Lansing takes seriously her 
“Jewish on nega aotae In 1981 
she cheerfully assumed the time- 
consuming posilion of chairman of 
the UJA's entertainment division. 

“I think that this division is par- 
ticularly important because its 
members are all Americans who 
have high visibllity and can use that 
visibility to influence others. Actors 
especially can get onto talk shows, a 
forum not readily available to 
others who may be equally intel- 
ligent and articulate. This country 
needs to have its case presented in a 
positive light.” 

It was not difficult to organize 
this particular mission, said Lans- 
ing. She and Kamens drew up a list 
of film people they wanted to ac- 
company them to Israel — “and got 


everyone we wanted.” Both 
delighted with the results in tion of 
publicity, positive impressions and 
“a wonderful sense of family that 
the group established during their 
stay in the country." 

But, said Lansing, who didn't go 
to this year’s Cannes Film Festival 
so that she could come here, the 
schedule was gruelling. The tour, 
which had the actors, directors, 
writers, agents, studio technicians 
and their assorted spouses and 
children on the road by seven cach 
morning, exhausted even the most 
energetic. Lansing herself was so 
“knocked out” that she went to the 
farewell dinner without makeup, 
her hair pulled back into a simple 
ponytail. 


LESS EXHAUSTED was director 
Mark Rydell, still high from the un- 
expected critical and box office suc 
cess of his current movie, On Golden 
Pond. 

“We will gross $150 million by the 
time the movie finishes playing in- 
ternationally,” said Rydell proudly. 
“In the U.S. alone my 57 million 
production has become one of the 
12 highest earning pictures of all 
lime, ft is wonderful and it is reas- 
suring to know that you can make 
movies that deal with real issues and 
attract huge audiences.” 

The 53-year-old “little Jewish boy 
from the Bronx," son of a Wall St. 
broker and a pianist, initially 
wanted to be a musician. He studied 
at Julliard and in Chicago and 
became a moderately successful 
jazz pianist. But then he was “lucky

1 had log- 
50 or 60 hours of dramatic 
television, doing shows like Ben 
Casey and Gunsmoke, when | made 
my first feature, The Fox, based on 
the D.H. Lawrence novel. From 

then on it was clear sailing.” 

Rydell is credited with 
“discovering” Marsha Mason, who 
got an Academy Award nomination 
for her performance in Cinderella 
Liberty, He directed Steve Mc- 
Queen in the film version of William 
Faulkner's The Reivers, killed off 
John Wayne in Cowboys and got 
Bette Midler an Oscar nomination 
for her role in The Rose. 

“That tiny little Jewish girl from 
Honolulu is an authentic, absolute 
genius with a Ferrari in her belly,” 
he notes. “There are some directors 
whose arrogance prevents them 
from hiring great talents. They are 
aftaid of being overshadowed. I am 
exactly the opposite. I think there's 
nothing like playing with a 
Stradivarius.” 

Working with Katherine Hep- 
burn, whom he likes to call 
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was lucky to have a Jewish director 
who could bring out her real 
flavours"), was equally rewarding 
for Rydell, He describes the actress 
as “the greatest of our times — 
tough but vulnerable, endlessly 
energetic, persistent and dedicated. 

“She was a dogged worker who was 
ready to begin each morning at six, 
was disappointed when | said nine 
was early enough, and would have 
continued on through the night if al- 
lowed. She is a woman completely 
dedicated to her profession, who has 
paid a tremendous price for her suc- 
cess — loneliness. Today she is 
without companions . In that she is 
very much like Henry Fonda, her 
co-star in the film. 


FONDA'S DAUGHTER Jane 
bought the script as a gift for her 
father who, like Hepburn, won an 
Oscar for his efforts. The 44-year- 
old actress/political activist also 
acted in the movie, which tells the 
story of Norman and Ethel Thayer, 
two Americans coming to grips with 
old age. 

“This film was probably born out 
of Jane's desperate need to establish 
contact with her father,” says 
Rydell. “She wanted to work out 
her relationship with him, which 
was not too different from the 
relationship Norman Thayer has 
with his daughter Chelsea. Fonda is 
a very isolated, taciturn, emotional- 
ly guarded man. He is a pure Wasp, 
his flavours are controlled, not 
Jewish, not Mediterranean. But the

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picture was cathartic for him — the 
first time 1 showed him the final cut, 
he ended up sobbing. It helped him 
to repair his relationship with Jane 
who, like Chelsea, has a real need 
for a father. There's one scene in 
the movie where, standing in the 
lake, Chelsea tells her father: ‘I don't 
just want to be your daughter, [also 
want to be your friend.” When we 
shot that scene, Fonda completely 
broke down, realizing it was Jane 
speaking.” 


Jane Fonda does not dwell on her 
“deprivation,” but it is there, as it is 
in her actor-brother Peter. Rydell 
-was asked by the Utah Film Festival 
directorate to present Henry Fonda 
with the prestigious John Ford 
medallion. As Henry was ill and 
Jane was shooting a new film, the 
family sent Peter to accept the 
award. 


“I spoke at length about Henry 
and his talents,” recalls Rydell. 
“And then 1 realized I should say 
something about Peter. ‘It is worth 
noting,’ | said, ‘that the list Is legion 
of the children of greut stars who 
wind up in the gutter because they 
can't live up to their parents’ stan- 
durds. But in the instance of Jane 
and Peter, growing up with Henry 
Fonda for a father has given them 
greut internal strength which allows 
them never to crumble.’ As I said 
that I looked down into the audience 
and saw Peter sobbing helplessly. I 
had to stall for 10 minutes, to give 
him time to pull himself together. 


And when he finally came up to the 
dais to accept the award, he an- 
nounced he was taking it home to 
his Montana ranch. ‘If I do that, 
maybe my father will come and visit 
me,’ he said and continued to speak 
for the next 20 minutes in a most 
deprived way.” 

Going on to talk about Israel, 
Rydell said that he should have 
come here years ago. “My grand- 
parents talked about it, my parents 
talked about it, 1 am involved with 
an Israeli woman. So when Sherry 
and my agent gave me the oppor- 
tunity, 1 jumped at it. 1 felt αὶ real 
hunger to be here, and 1 found it 
very exciting. There is a sense of 
family that strikes a chord, a power- 
ful sense of spirit.” 


RYDELL 's colleague Arthur Hiller, 
who directed Love Story, is also 
about to begin a new movie. Romuan- 
tie Comedy, he says, is ‘just that.” 
The script, based on 8 play by Ber- 
nard Slade, will star Dudley Moore 
and Mary Steenberger. Just before 
he came to Israel, Hiller completed 
two films: the controversial Making 
Love, which tells the story of αὶ cou- 
ple who discover after cight years of 
marrisge that the husband Is gay, 
and duthor, Author, the story of a 
Broadway playwright whose wife 
walks out on him and the five kids 
— four of them hers by previous 
marriages. 

Unlike Rydell, Canadian-born 
Hiller is a frequent visitor to Israel. 
His now 25-year-old son not only

Wall but also climbed the snake

Despite half-a-dozen trips here, 
‘however, Arthur Hiller had never 
been to a West Bank settlement or 
spent time al an army base, This 
time he did both and the experience 
made a strong impression on him. 

“Once | was inspired by Israel. 
Today I am thankful to the Israelis 
for having had the strength to build 
a country I can call my own," said 
the ADL activist who is concerned 
about the bold new openness of 
anti-Semites in America. “Here 
people practise what is being 
dreamed and preached and lectured 
about in Los Angeles. On this trip { 
found myself always in tears, secing 

people so determined to live."

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THE MUSICAL sensation of 1979 
was the invasion of China by 
Western musicians, The cullural 
revolution had practically destroyed 
all traces of Western influence. In- 
stilutions were closed, instruments 
destroyed, teachers punished and 
homiliated und in the cd enly 
genuine Chinese and socialist 
nusical training anc performance 
was allowed. For years all contact 
helween the cultures was severed 
until the pendulum swung buck und 
the gates of China were apened 
again to Western musicians. 

Musicians have always been 
fusvinuted by other cultures. Czarist 
Russin drew on [talian and German 
musicians to build up ils musical 
life, while emigrés went τὸ live in 
ltaly and Germuny and rubbed their 
Russian background against the 
Western patterns. The Bohemian 
composer, Dvorak, studied 
American Indian music. Debussy 
was so enchanted by the Jivanese 
gameian music he heard at the Paris 
World Exhibition in 1889 that it 
changed his whole style, 

Japanese, Korean and Chinese 
Antcricans make their mark on in- 
ternational competitions, with 
piano, violin, the harp or as conduc- 
tors. 

When the gates of China 
reopened, there was a scramble by 
orchestras, soloists and ensembles 
from the U.S. and Germany to com- 
hinge sightseeing with cultural as- 
sistance, performances alternating 
with leaching. Human contacts 
were mude breaking down barriers 
of political animosity or outright en- 
mity; and dialogues based on the 
technical aspects of instrumental

LAST WEEK when Isaac Slern was 
mide an honorary Fellow of the 
Rubin Academy of Music in 
Jerusalem, they screened from Afao 
te Mozart, a record of the violinist’s: 
{979 trip to China which won an 
Oscur for the best documentary of 
1981. When one has had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing Isaac Stern in Isracl 
at auditions, courses, seminars and 
master classes, there is nothing new 
in his talent for getting the most 
reticent performer to forget 
everything else and start making 
music; bul to watch him at the close 
range of the camera in this new set- 
ting is most impressive. His 
humour; his exaggeration of mis- 
fukes or faults which makes lectures 
or explanations of how things 
should be done unneccssary; his ex- 
hilarating demonstrations of scales, 
phrases or whole sonatas and con- 
certo movements; his lively 
temperament; and his unashamed 
Jove affair with music are 
overwhelming, 
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It is hoped that the film will be 
shown to the public in Israel, and 
then no one should miss it. There is 
more than music in the film; it is 
also a travelogue with shots of the 
Great Wail, the rivers, cities, moun- 
tains and people of China and one 
catches more thon a glimpse of a 
country which is still closed to most 


A CONDUCTOR'S life has always 
been difficult and strenuous, To be 


successful, one has to continuously 
study. scores of orchestral works, 
coucerlos or operas, and every 
week meet n different constellation 
of musicians, instilutions, directors. 
hoards, technicians, 

A successful conductor hus litle 
time for hobbies and relaxation. 
Gone are the days when an 
orchestra or opera house had one 
vanductor, who sat in his home 
town for decades ding his job. 
Many of today's conductors are 
music directors and chief conduc- 
tors of al least two orchestras, and 
these may be as distant from each 
other as new York and Tel Aviy, or 
Detroit and Jerusalem. The max- 
imum time spent with their 
orchestras is 10 weeks during the 
season. 

Other commitments and guest ap- 
pearances keep conductors constant- 
ly on the run.

THEN THERE’S the case of 
Israclis who practise their art 
abroad and seek a way to bring it, 


Yoel Drori, 29, has been working 
in theatre for the past four yoars in 
Frankfurt, and he was here recently 
to try to flog a product called the 
Fragile Theatre, which works most- 
ly in English, mostly in Germany. 

It was founded by a South 
African named Kevin Oakes. Much 
of its work — for instance, a version 
of the Orestes story — seems to deal 
with homosexuality, or al least 
man’s need for traits usually con- 
sidered feminine. 

From the theatre's blurb: “But 
most of all, Fragile Theatre is about 
human dignity, in a techno- 
industrialized world, that has lost 
the way to its soul, and we build our 
strength on fragility.” 

It's hard to tell from a few pic- 
tures of glistening bodies and cloaks 
and masks and dramatic lighting, 
what, in fact, they do. Drori says 
what's special about them is their 
direct connection with the 
audience, but that’s not exactly 
new. 

From his description, the recep- 
tion by theatre administrators here 
has been scepticism mingled with 
mild interest. He's acying ο get an 
invitation from Gideon Paz, direc- 
tor of the Israel Festival, scheduled 
for September, but the prospects 
aren't good. :

“NATURE NOW," number cight 
in Dr. Gideon Ofrat’s private view 
of Israeli “post-moderniam,” is a 
thought-provoking show and is also 
thoughtfully examined by Ofrat in 
his catalogue. Ofrat points out that 
the animals, flowers, landscapes and 
insect-cum-human faces that make 
up most of this show (by eight young 
artists, some established figures, 
others still at art school) are not 
drawn from or inspired by actual 
nature. They derive from illustra- 
tions in textbooks and children's 
books (and art books) or from 
cultural-literary sources, from the 
nature of society rathér thon the 
nature that physically surrounds it, 
[tis not therefore, only the forceful, 
brutal or unusual techniques and 
materials that separate Lhese works 
from traditional Israeli landscape- 
inspired painting, whether it be 
lyrical abstraction of more conven- 
onal formalization. . 

Most of the eight participants 
were born of brought up here in the 
Fiftles, some at kibbutzim. Seven 

are females, three wenl to the 
_ Bezalel and three were associated 
~ with or studied at the Art Teachers 

Midrasha.. The latter's penchant for 
᾿ fostering this sort of subject matter 


was born and trained in the U.S., 
and unlike most immigrant painters, 
has achieved a remarkable integra- 
tion into this sort of Israeli New Art, 


dominates the show. Pamela Lavy : 


Eli Shachar falls back on conven- 
tional painting, superimposing the 
landscape of a double reclining 
nude on a typical kibbutz land- 
scape, without in any way getting in- 
volved in surrealism, an achieve- 
ment in itself. Like several Ofrat 
showa in this series the sum of this 
one is greater than its individual 
parts. Why this sort of subject and 
treatment should be so popular with 
young females remains unexplained, 
In his monthly editorial Ofrat 
again bemoans the lack of public 
(financial) support for our avant 
garde, without considering the ob- 
vious: installations and art drut do 
not in any way fit into most people's 
homes. They are made for 
museums. One can admire or be 
stimulated by them at galleries. 
Taking them home {s another mat- 
ter. Living with them would be 
another matter still. (Jerusalem Ar- 
lists House). 
GOOD ART or not, the presence of 
Ofrat's shows always comes as a jolt 
to other exhibits al this venue, now 
currently filled with a Jerusalem er- 
tists’ group show.

GERSHOM SCHOLEM, the man 
who invented the study of Jewish 
mysticism, died in February at the- 
age of eighty-five in Jerusalem, 
fifly-cight years after he came from 
Berlin.

+ pathetic Walter Benjamin. Like 
Scholem, Benjamin was a German 
Jewish Intellectual.

Benjamin, 
however, died before any but a few 
friends and kindred spirits had 
acknowledged him and his - work.

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A REASONABLE reaction upon 
beginning to read this first English 
publication of Shin Shulom might 
very well be: Can this poet really be 
so bad? Shin Shalom, president of 
the Israel Writers’ Association, has 
been awarded the Bialik Prize, the 
Tchernichovsky Prize, the Brenner 
Prize, the Ruppin Prize and the 
Israel Prize, How then can his verse 
seem so vile? 

It's only when we get to the se- 
cond half of the book — if indeed 
the reader ever gets there — thal we 
begin to sce an object lesson in the 
hazards of translation, Shalom's fel- 
low Haifa poet Ada Aharoni has 
translated the later work splendidly, 
as confirmed by the presence of a 
few of the poems in the original 
Hebrew, The earlier poems, 
however, are dispatched dy over a 
dozen different hands — including, 
unaccountably, Unknown." Some 
of the other translators would have 
done well to seek anonymity. 

Avraham Birman, for exumple, 
stibotages Michelangelo to the Finger 
of Gad in ἃ manner reminiscent of 
the worst stumblings of Emily ("If 1 
Cun Stop One Heart from 
Breaking") Dickinson: "Help me to 
flutter and hever/Along with my 
heaviest ki/Give me the presence 
of mind to recover/My foundering 
wits..." 

Other translators tike Haya Wally 
and Shoshana Grayer are so unin- 
spired in word choice and rhythm as 
to suggest they knocked off these 
translations in between bouts of 
processing statistical abstracts, A 
translator need not love what he is 
translating — but he should at leust 
exhibit an affinity for the genre in 
which he is working. 

But that's not the end of the in- 
dignities which @ translator can 
cook up. Here's Birman again, in- 
Susing into Ars Paetica ἃ concatena- 
tion of caterwauling, image- 
mongering and pretense unseen 
since the callow pop-lyrics of Bob 
Dylan: 

“You cane to me with Nietzsche 
and his Superman's horsewhip, 

You came io me with Baudelaire

GRANTED, trans!ating Shin 
Shalom, with his biblical textures, 
Hassidic exuberance and heady 
themes (existential anguish, the 
nature of faith, the Holocaust and 
the rebirth of the Jewish nation) 
presents formidable challenges. But 
none of that excuses the use of bom- 
bast or creaky poetic devices. The 
proof of this is demonstrated by 
those translators who have suc-

ceeded. Chief among these is 
Aharoni, In her laudatory but well- 
presented introduction, she shows 
that she has a clear grasp of what 
Shin Shalom is about, and her spare 
but judicious diction offers a trans- 
parent version of the original. 

She does this both in the earlier 
poems and the later ones, with par- 
ticularly happy results when she al- 
lows us to share the sense of wonder 
which affects the poet approaching 
his eighties. “They say I will die," 
muses the speaker, who then 
rebukes himself: “So what? If only 1 
have time/to add a word of es- 
sence/to the unforgettable story.” 
That is the poet's entire raison 
d‘étre, compressed into one 
beautiful little bud of verse. In the 
very next poem another essential 
bud opens to illuminate the “un- 
forgettable story” with “A bird's 
song on the window sill/at the end of 
a sleepness night—/a soft response 
in concise tongue/to all the 
questions/which are one." 

The “soft response’ then 
becomes a wash of delicate melody 
— despite the hyperbole of its 
imagery — in the sweet scrap of 
lyric called Creation of a World: 
“All the foundations for the 
creation of a world 
are suddenly present in me 
flashing flame by flame — 

To make of all a blazing torch 
come you here, 
love." 


SHIN SHALOM may or may not 
be, as Aharoni asserts, “the greatest 
of contemporary Israeli poets, but 
in any event readers of English will 
be hard-pressed to judge from the 
volume. Bad enough that the 
proofreading is execrable (not just 
typos, but plain misspellings abound 
— ie., “abbyss,” “existant.” Isn't it 
about time Israeli publishers put 
behind them that sort of partisan- 
pidgin English cranked out in pre- 
stalchood days by underground 
Gestetners?). Sloppy proofreading, 
however, is merely an annoying dis- 
traction. Uninspired translation is 
carcinogenic. o 


IN THIS valuable little collection 
Myra Glazer builds a well-argued 
case thal women poets have 
developed their own previously un- 
recognized sel of responses to the 
peculiar pains and pleasures of tiv- 
ing the {sraeli “experience.

“Tr is not with feminist voices that 
these women speak, by and large,” 
says Glazer, “but oul of an agoniz- 
ing ambivalence that is at the heart 
of the creative woman's experience 
of herself and her gift in a country 
where the mother has gone un- 
derground."

GLAZER, who teaches at the Ben-

Rendered in Robert Friend's 
lrahslations the verses are seden- 
tary, if not Mat, though that cannot 
be entirely Friend's fault. “1 lie here 
Ike a stone on a hill," and “The 
poem that I didn't write” (to quote a 
few opening lines) may be a con- 
lemporary Isracli woman's 
legitimate tone, but this smacks too 
much of ihe negative attributes of

rightly is quick to condemn. Even 
“A Look at a Bee,” with its even- 
tual reference to sting and hatred 
and fear, remains ‘very much a 
“look” and not an “experience.”. 
. Shulamit Apfel, however, born 


- the same year as the founding of the 


State (Goldberg was born in 1911), 


immediately puts us on firmer -- 
vand, more Interesting — ground. In 
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Glazer's own translations, "A Big 
Woman Screams Her Guts Out,” 
“Beduin Woman" and “Mad 
Resalinde” do not just ruminate on 
vague and ambivalent stirrings but 
illustrate them as they boil up 
before our eyes. The big woman 
cracks open like a tomato in a 
Sharay, the desert dweller still has 
“alt her strength — to draw that 
youth to her thighs after a full day in 
the sun,” while “Mad Rosalinde/ in 
the early hours of the morning/ did 
herself ἱπ Μά Rosalinde —/ her 
body heard laughter her heart/ 
couldn't bear. She went to the 
carth/ hands first. ‘God hath glad- 
dened me’ she said to God/ in the 
early morning hours/ Rosalinde."* 

Chedva Harkavy nicely ad- 
vances the anxieties suggesied by 
Goldberg's thoughts while eschew- 
ing the melodrama of Apfel's 
imagery. In “Talk to’ Me, Talk to 
Me,” she asks, presumably with 
hands folded in lap: “Talk to me. 
Talk to me/ 1 am so attentive, 

"Behold, a bird is drowning/ on the 
edge of my soul a bird to whom ἢ 
have found no answer..." 

Yona Wallach and Raquel Chailfi, 
however, get downright rambunc- 
tious, each revelling in a smoky'gex- . 
uality while keeping that mind clear 
in the burning air. “Again you slept 
with tar. no man,” Wallach charges, 
cataloguing the attributes of a lover 


who avoids his woman's eye, who 
cannot follow poems, who is young 
and bitter, who speaks of himself in 
the third person, who is ever in a 
hurry, but who can yet be rescued, 
“be cultured into loving opera lov- 
ing feelings" by the very poetic gift 
of his woman. Chalfi’s “Tiger-Lily” 
deftly intertwines the Yin and Yang 
of sexual identity in the single image 
of that ferocious flower for yet 


another assertion of the symbiotic 
imperative. 


1ΠῈ REMAINING dozen poets, in 
their variety of ways, amply bear 
out Glazer’s critical themes, which 
happily are none too restrictive to 
begin with. Notable are Zelda’s 
vigorous meditations, especially 
those translated by Glazer, Mariana 
Barr and Tova Weizman, Hemda 
Roth's “A Young Deer/Dust” and 
“Four Ways of Writing One Poem,” 
Nurit Zarchi's “Flute” and “In That 
Green Field,” and much of Shlomit 
Cohen's work. 

One wishes that less room had 
been devoted to such posts as Lea 
Goldberg and Shirley Kaufman, 
whose work is so readily available 
elsewhere for readers abroad, in 
fayour of including Aliza Shenhar, 
Yocheved: Bar-Miriam, Karen 
Alkaiay, Marsha Pomerantz, Ruth 
Becker, Ada Aharoni, Hamutal 
Bar-Yosef, among others. At the 
very least, the drawings should have 
been jelisoned to' make room for 
more of the moving and frequently 
very exciting kind of work found in 
this slim anthology. a

DAYS OF OCTOBER by Betty

FIRST PUBLISHED in Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa in 1974, Days 
of October has just been published in 
a new edition in Israel. 

Betty Misheiker and her 
husband, Ronnie, were residents of 
Johannesburg until they made allya 
three years ago, and they live now in 
Jerusalem. 

The original edition of Days of 
October, ἃ book small in size but 
large in impact, was published by 
the South African Friends of Beit 
Halochem, Israel. It is a rare, mov- 
ing document of the Yom Kippur 
War of 1973. 

Betty and Ronnie Misheiker δγ- 
rived in Jerusalem on October 1, on 
a visit to their son Jonathan, a 
longtime citizen of Israel, and his 
sabra wife, Yael. The onset of the 
war on Yom Kippur, five days later, 
caught them in Givatayim, near Tel 
Aviv, where they had gone to spend 
the holiday with a niece and her 
family. 

Based on letters Betty Misheiker 
wrote to her daughter in South 
Africa during the next weeks, the 
book is a day-to-day chronicle of 
that fateful period. It is an intensely 
subjective but perceptive chronicle 
of how the people of Jerusalem and 
other communities reacted and 
coped. 


HER ACCOUNT is peppered with 
the humour that the Jewish spirit 
has always been able to sprinkle on 
even the harshest portion of adver- 
sity served to il; and it provides also 
a wry commentary on the attitudes 
and actions — or non-actions — of 
the rest of the world. 

Betty Misheiker's home-front 
war diary reflects the drawing 
together, the sense of kinship and 
mutual helpfulness, and the for- 
titude, of a people going about their 
daily business of tiving while faced 
with the threat of possible annihila- 
tion. 

Some months ago the book came 
to the attention of the Director of 
the Publishing House of the Israel 
Defence Ministry, Shalom Seri; he 
expressed interest in publishing it, 
and Betty Misheiker gladly con- 
sented, on the condition that all 
proceeds go to help disabled 
veterans (as with the original edi- 
tion). 

Betty Misheiker is well-known to

Even when Trissol has large 
enough stocks of the new shutters to 
enter the general consumer market 
in August or so, it will not be possi- 
ble for individuals to buy directly 
fram the manufacturer, as Trissol 
itself only deals with orders for 32 or 
more dwelling units. The various 
Golden Pages list some 300 firms as 
“manufacturers” of trissim, explains 
Ben-Tal, adding that these are, in 
fact, installation firms which buy 
slats and frames from a few big fac- 
tories and just cut them to size for 
individual homes. 

A major problem for the con- 
sumer will be to verify whether he is 
really getting the Trissol product. τ 
would be preferable for the con- 
sumer if Trissol had its own direct 
outicts, or at feast supplied cer- 
lifieates lo “authorized agents.” 
Consumers could eall the factory

Ben-Tal snys il is technicully pos- 
sible to attach the new anti-burglar 
shutters onto already-cxisting 
aluminium frames.

ENT CALL for painters 
el Ae opcis brought half a 
dozen replies from the Jerusalem 
and Greater Tel Aviv areas, though 
none from Beersheba, the source of 
the original query.
